I said that so ier as incoming shipments were 
concerned that this could be handled by the International 
Committee of the Red Cress and he indicated that this was 
already entrained, [I Pointe out, however, that there would 
reniain the question as to whother there were any offensive 
Weapons remaining in Cuba end said I thought it w-s up to 
the Soviets and in their interest to find some means of 
Satisiyiag us on this point,

With respect to Subversive ac tivities, I drew ty Dobrynin's 
attention the virtual impossibility of Spelling out in dete} | 
any agreements on this subject and reminded him of thd 
difficulties we had over thoiz propas2! ia Gencya for an 
agreoment against the Carrying out of any war prupaganda, 

I said we could not be in a Position to contre} Speeches or 
even racio broadcasts completly in this country, let alone 
Latin Az.erica, without chanying redicelly our thele system 
οὗ government. I said I was cericin, kowover, that if the 
Soviets gave up any attempt to use Cube as a tiilitary base, 
and if the Castro Government infact did not threaten the 
other governments of this hezaisphore, he could be sure 

that the United States woul act only not invade, but would 
be scrupulous in not Supporting attempts by anyone else to 
do 50.
